recommendation. 
The question which now arises is 
whether Dr. Scott approved this dec- 
laration, which is being used to em- 
barrass the United States. 
' An attempt has been made on behalf 
of Dr, Scott to interpret the declara- 
tion favorably to the ‘United States. 
it is suggested that when the United 
States intervened in Nicaragua to pro- 
lect its interests and. those of its na- 
tionals it intervened not in the inter- 
nal but in the external affairs of the 
try, the protection of foreign in- 
being in the category of a na- 
tion's externa) affairs. 
This, however, is not the interpreta- 
tion of the Latin Americans, who look 
upon the declaratign as prohibitive of 
any intervention | the future, such 
as the intervention of the United 
States in Nicaragua and other Carib- 
countries.

Evidence at the first day’s hearing 


swung against the ban, spokesmen for 
250 business men denouncing the law 
on the ground that it has hurt their 
business. Estimates of trade lost 
ranged from 5 to 25 per cent. Traffic 
experts previously had pronounced the 
ordinance successful in relieving con- 


ing up all modes of vehicular move- 
ment. 
Will Continue Hearings. 


At the close of the hearing, a stormy 
two hour session, Ald. T. J. Bowler 
{4lst], chairman of the committee, 
announced that further meetings be 
held next week and continued until 
the problem is finally solved. 

With two exceptions, all of the firms 
represented at the hearing were of the 
comparatively smaller type—restau- 
rants, barber shops, shoe stores, candy 
shops, and the like—whose customers 
trade and leave quickly. The two 
larger concerns represented were Mar- 
shall Field & Co. and the Fair. 

“We are studying the matter very 
carefully and have nothing to say 
now,” said R. F. Starr of the Field 
store. ‘‘ However, if we had to express 
an opinion, we would say no parking 
is hurting.” 

Favors Longer Trial. 

D. F. Kelly of the Fair, said that, 
although: his store has distinctly suf- 
fered, he is thoroughly in favor of 
a longer trial of the ordinance. After 
thirty days, he predicted, the city will 
g0 back to the old thirty minute park- 
ing rule. A poll of customers in the 
Fair, he said, showed a 3 to 2 vote 
against the new law. 

Unofficially, members of the com- 
mittee forecast that, despite the pro- 
, tests, any definite action on the ban 
| is unlikely for weeks, as a large major- 
ity of both the committee and the 
council is convinced of its success. 

“We have only heard one side of 
this question today, remember,’ de- 
clared Ald. Bowler, who fathered the 
ban. ‘‘On our side is overwhelming 
testimony of engineers and men who 
have given a lifetime to the study of 
‘this problem. Our statistics show in- 
‘disputably that only 1,300 cars have 
, been shut out of the loop and, ob 
| viously, there is some other reason 
for the business deeline, if any is 
!proved. Furthermore, the really big 
interests in the loop haven‘t yet 
spoken.” 

‘Business Leaves Town. 

: * All this talk of our business going 
to Gary or Milwaukee is tommyrot,” 
said one alderman. “If it goes any- 
where it goes to Wilson avenue, How- 
ard street, the stockyards, and South 
Chicago. That's where we want it to 
go. The loop has more than it can 
handle now.” 

The committee had officially befo 
it yesterday a resolution presented at 
the last council meeting by Ald. 
Coughlin demanding that the ordi-

TELEPHONE PRIVACY. 


The Supreme court of the United States is ex- 
pected soon to decide whether private telephone 
wires may be tapped even for the detection of 
crime. The issue is presented to the court in an/ 
appeal from the District court of Seattle, Wash., in 
which nineteen mén were convicted of violating 
the prohibition laws. These men maintain that as 
the government’s evidence was obtained by invad- 
ing the privacy of the. telephone their conviction 
ought net to stand.

TWO POINTS ABOUT INCOME. 
(New York Evening Post.) 

In his analysis of the latest figures on incomes tn 
this country Prof. Irving Fisher makes two points 
which are not so generally recognized as they ought 
to be. Critics of the capitalist system make much 
of the fact that 2 per cent of the ,opulation receives 
20 per cent of the national income. Prof. Fisher's 
first point is that only a small fraction of this amount 
goes for personal expenditure. “ Nobody supposes,” 
he remarks, “that Henry Ford ..n begin to spend 
for food, clothing, shelter and luxuries for himself 
and his family more than a very little of his vast 
income.” Where does the bulk of it go? “ Back into 
the Ford enterprises,” of course. So with the other 
members of the richest income class. 

Suppose—and this is the second point—that the 20 
per cent received by the highest income group were 
divided among the members of the lowest group, 
which comprises two-thirds of the population. It 
would not go far. Moreover, very little of it would 
find ite way into productive investment. Thus “ the 
funds continually invested in working capital, ex-| 
tensions and improvements in order that industry 
may ‘carry on* would be lessened” to the ultimate 
loss of those with small incomes.

Some of 
these Barker speaks of as “ constitu- 
tional defects responsible for deficit in 
character domains” (constitutional ten- 
dency to social and moral inferiority). 
The evidences Of such character defects 
are often observable in early childhood 
in “a lack of attachments, or a lack of 
regard for e¢omr in or out of the 
family.” He quotes Schroeder as say- 
ing it is normal for a child to sit in its 
own place, to eat at its own table, to 
Sleep in its own bed. These impulses 
show anormal desire for repetition of 
pleasant experiences and usual situa- 
tions. Children who do not feel such 
impulses are morally insane, or have a 
tendency in that direction, and are prone 
to develop into abnormal, adults. He 
further divides persons into two classes: 
“The philopone ” and the “ aphilopone.” 
The first love to work. Even in child- 
hood they are noted as being active and 
desirous of being helpful. Thé@ second 
have no desire to work or to help. Many 
of them become hoboes, tramps, beggars, © 
and drunkards. Many live in poorhousts 
and homes. The great bulk of them feed 
in some measure on others—members of 
their own family, charitable organiza- 
tions, or governments. They are gen- 
earally asocia] and frequently anti-social.

The result was appalling. About the 
fifth or sixth year the evil characteris- 
tics began to manifest themselves and 
made all training and outward influ- 
ences of no avail.’”

matic neuroses.”’ 


The exciting causes of traumatic neu- 
rosis are trauma and fright. The major 
cause a desire to be compensated for 
some injury. But a fourth qause, though 
a somewhat minor oné,.is the inherited 
and acquired character of the individual. 

In an analysis of 142 men who claimed 
damages for traumatic neuroses Bon- 
hoeffer found that 50 per cent were of 
the soft, complaining type, 25 per cent 
were of the excitable, epileptoid type, 
10 per cent were imbecile, 10 per cent 
were arterio sclerotic, and 5 per cent 
were criminalistic. "

two years ago I had a complete nervous 
breakdown, during which I very nearly 
lost my mind.

My stomach is also in pretty good shape 
again, as I can eat anything as long as 
I don’t overeat. However, since the very 
beginning I have had floating black spots 
before my eyes’ Are these spots caused 
from my nerves, or my stomach? 

REPLY: 

The rule is, the less attention you pay 
to spots floating before your eyes the better 
off you will be.

Washington Is Disappointed. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—While 
the text of the latest French note on 
the proposed treaty to outlaw war has 
not been received at the state depart- 
ment, press reports on its contents 
are considered disappointing. ‘The 
French ‘reluctance to agree to the 
proposal of Secretary of State Kellogg 
for a multilateral treaty renouncing 
war rather than a bi-lateral treaty 
with France alone is regarded here as 
an indication that the negotiations are 
not likely to prove successful.

state is heartily codperating, is mak- 
ing remarkable progress year after 
year. 

Recalls Geneva Failure. 

“The conference of Japan, Great 
Britain and the United States for the 
limitation of naval armaments, which 
was convened at Geneva in June last 
year at the instance of Mr. Coolidge, 
President of/the United States, un- 
fortunately failed to achieve the end 
it had in view, despite the zealous ef- 
forts of the powers concerned. 

“im participating in that conference, 
the Japanese government made it 
their basis principle to contribute to 
the security of world peace and the 
lightening .of the burden upon 
peoples, without losing sight of the 
safety of our national defense. Our 
delegates consistently followed this 
principle and endeavored to assert our 
claims on the one hand and to har- 
monize the views of the British and 
American delegates on the other.

Acclaim Is for Composer 
Rather than Conductor. 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 

It is probable that when all the 
votes on Maurice Ravel are counted 
he will be adjudged more of a com- 
poser than a conductor. It is even 
possible that part of his conductor’s 
job at Orchestra hall yesterday after- 
noon was to keep out of the way of 
the Chicago Symphony orchestra. At 
the same time he renewed belief that 
he is one of the finest living compos- 
ers, and he and the orchestra man- 
aged to project a singularly fascinat- 
ing program. 

Mr. Stock had gone away to Phila- 
delphia, turning the baton over to M. 
Ravel for a program of his own works. 
Everything except a Sarabande and 
Dance by Debussy was from the 
Ravel pen, and even that was in the 
Ravel orchestration. Some, like “ Le 
Tombeau de Couperin,” the Debussy 
pieces, and “ Shéhérazade,” were new 
here; others, such as the “ Daphnis 
and Chloé” suite and “The Waltz,” 
have had several hearings. In fact,

What, on the other hand, strikes 
with particular force any one who is in 
a position to know, is that the very op- 
posite is true in most of our homes, It 
would be'a refutation as sweeping as 
the condemnation is, if it were possible 
for some of these pessimists to read 
the letters which come to me. 

If they could get this broad view 
they would realize that among count- 
less mothers and fathers there still ex- 


tion, love, companionship, a deep reli- 
gious feeling, amd a passionate reach- 
ing out for everything, mental, physi- 
cal and spiritual, that will be for their 
children’s good. 

This kind of generalization is not 
as spectacular and doesn’t make as 
spicy reading as the other kind, but 
the knowledge of these quietly existing 
conditions keeps alive our faith in hu- 
man nature, and our belief in the im- 


pregnability of the family.

As an antiseptic and measure of 
cleanliness, the application of alcohol 
to the scalp is recommended as use- 
ful in combatting dandruff. It dis. 
solves some of the oil from the hair 
and scalp. Dryness may be avoided 
by adding from one to five teaspoon- 
fuls of castor oil to a pint of alcohol. 

Sulphur applied in the form of an 
ointment or cream helps to get rid of 
dandruff. An effective preparation is 
made of sixty grains of sulphur to one 
ounce of vaseline, rubbed into the | 
scalp every few days. 

The advent of short hair is respon- 
sible for the neglect of a practice that 
doeg more to preserve and beautify 


*thair than does any other known—the 


regular daily brushing. Nothing fur- 
nishes so valuable ‘a mechanical stim- 
ulation to the skin of the ecalp as the’ 
daily practice of brushing the hair un- 
til the skin tingles. It frees the scalp 
from dandruff and it distributes the 
fat of the glands through the hair,’ 

thus providing that sheen and gloss 
that are so enviable. 

The hair should not be permitted to 
remain dry and lusterless from lack 
of oil. When the natural supply is 
lacking, it is necessary to treat the 
scalp with olive oil, almond oil, or 
vaseline.

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HORTLY before 1900 two baby boys were born on 
opposite sides of the world, one near Ottawa, On- 
tario; the other in East Prussia. Who living at that time 
could have believed that the Canadian baby would kill 
the German baby in a battle in the air above a farm in 
France, occupied by Australian soldiers, who wore steel 
2 helmets? Airplanes had not been invented when these

Young Richthofen went to the military schools and 
learned that peculiar arrogance which belonged to the 
lieutenant in the days before the Great War.
